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This  month  you  get  two  for  the  price  of  one. 

The  price  of  doing  business. 

You  all  know  by  now  that  LadyLike  has  a policy  against  sexually 
explicit  material  in  the  magazine.  My  partner/friend,  Veronica  Anderson,  and 
I agreed  at  the  outset  that  this  would  be  a first-class  publication  with  no  photos 
of  genitals  nor  would  it  include  any  of  the  “typical”  TV  sex  fantasies.  We 
believed  then  that  there  was  a readership  who  did  not  require  this  type  of 
material  in  their  magazines.  Based  on  the  mail  we’ve  received,  we  were  right. 

I am  very  flattered  by  all  the  positive  comments  about  the  magazine.  I am 
also  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  some  of  you  have  said  this  is  the  first  such 
magazine  you  would  show  to  your  wife.  Wow!  Veronica  and  I thank  you  all. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  subject  of  the  title.  Some  of  you  have  noticed  some 
rather  sexually  explicit  ads  on  the  inside  back  cover  and  occasionally  on  the 
outside  back  cover.  These  are  ads  for  Star  Distributors,  Ltd.  The  truth  is  that 
there  would  be  no  LadyLike  magazine  if  not  for  Star.  They  not  only  distribute 
the  magazine  for  us,  they  also  print  it.  Got  any  idea  what  that  costs? 

When  I was  in  high  school  one  of  my  teachers  had  a pet  expression;  There 
is  no  bonus  without  an  onus.  My  bonus  is  the  ability  to  produce  a magazine  of 
high  quality,  in  full  color,  and  have  complete  control  over  its  contents.  My  onus 
is  that  the  agreement  with  Star  permits  them  to  use  the  cover  space  to 
advertise  their  other  magazines,  most  of  which  are  very  explicit. 

So,  while  I stick  to  my  editorial  policy,  I can’t  afford  to  “bite  the  hand  that 
feeds  me.”  I hope  you  all  understand  that’s  the  price  of  doing  business. 

Core  Myths 

I’ve  heard  them  so  many  times  now  it’s  like  a litany.  People  keep  telling  me 
why  they  “can’t”  do  a particular  thing.  It’s  their  “core  myth”  that  is  the  barrier 
to  action,  nothing  else.  A “core  myth”  is  a personal  belief  we  hold  to  be  true  for 
ourselves  that  makes  our  life  more  difficult. 

The  most  common  core  myths  are  those  of  failure;  “I’ll  never  be  able  to...,  I 
can’t  do  anything  about...,  I can’t... (whatever).”  These  myths  may  or  may  not 
have  a basis  in  fact,  but  we  act  like  they  do,  so  they  become  self-fulfilling. 

Everyone  has  a core  myth  and  we  invent  our  own  antidotes  from  a neurotic 
need  for  specialness.  If  the  core  myth  is  “Everybody  lets  me  down,”  the  neurotic 
need  for  specialness  is  probably,  “I’m  an  especially  good  people  manager.”  If 
the  myth  is  “I  can’t  control  my  life,”  the  antidote  is  “I  am  especially  good  at 
controlling  things.” 

This  need  for  specialness  works  as  long  as  we  get  others  to  support  it.  We 
depend  on  other  people’s  reactions.  They  have  to  treat  us  in  our  “special”  way 
or  else  we  can’t  feel  “special”.  For  many  TVs  and  TSs,  seeking  this  validation 
is  what  drives  them  to  find  peer  support.  But  what  happens,  as  it  often  does, 
when  they  don’t  get  the  “special”  treatment  they  think  they  need?  The  absence 
of  this  validation  can  cause  an  emotional  crash.  I’ve  seen  it  happen  already. 

Instead  offeeling“special”,  we  should  work  toward  feeling  unique.  You  don’t 
need  an  outside  validation  source  to  feel  unique.  You  can  acknowledge  that  you 
are  unique  and  if  others  don’t  see  that,  then  it’s  their  problem,  not  yours.  You 
are  not  limited  by  the  recognition  of  your  peers. 

You  can  discover  your  own  core  myth  by  asking  yourself,  “What  is  it  that  I 
am  not  getting  from  the  most  important  people  in  my  life?”  Whatever  you  come 
up  with  is  your  myth.  Then  ask  yourself,  “What  am  I doing  to  to  create  that?” 
You  must  recognize  that  you  create  your  own  sense  of  success  and  failure  and 
you  must  take  responsibility  for  it.  Youhave  the  capacity  to  getyour  emotional 
needs  met,  so  do  it.  And,  stop  that  whining!

Ladylike:  Morgan  is  such  a striking  name  and  a 
singular  one,  as  well.  Is  there  a special  story 
behind  it? 

Morgan :When  I started  doing  drag  shows  in 
New  Orleans  (I  went  to  school  there)  I used  the 
name  Lee.  Then,  about  1973,  an  unknown  ac- 
tress (at  that  time)  appeared  on  the  scene;  her 
name  was  Morgan  Fairchild.  I was  quite  im- 
pressed by  her  looks  and  style,  as  well  as  her 
name.  So  I “borrowed”  it,  but  only  the  first  name. 

The  real  interesting  question  is  where  did 
Morgan  Fairchild  get  her  name???  Her  real  name 
is  Patsy  McKlinney! 

LL:  Your  '‘On-Stage”  persona  is  Ann-Margret. 
How  did  you  come  to  choose  her? 

Morgan:  Choosing  Ann-Margret  was  quite  acci- 
dental. After  leaving  college  and  having  had  my 


fill  of  doing  female  impersonator  shows,  in  New 
Orleans,  I came  back  to  New  Jersey.  At  that  time, 
I was  still  doing  drag,  but  not  on  stage  or  in 
shows. 

Interestingly  enough,  I saw  the  Female  Imper- 
sonator Pageant  of  the  Year  video  tape  in  1984. 
(available  from  most  video  rental  stores  - Ed.)  I 
watched  Michael  Andrews  do  Ann-Margret  for 
his  portion  of  the  talent  competition  in  that  show. 
Even  at  that  point,  although  I was  visibly  im- 
pressed with  his  performance  of  the  character, 
the  thought  of  doing  Ann-Margret  was  still  the 
farthest  thing  from  my  mind. 

The,  about  one  year  later,  a friend  was  putting 
together  an  impersonator  review  and  asked  me  if 
I would  do  a number.  I agreed  and,  then,  he  asked 
me  (more  or  less  told  me,  actually)  I would  have 
to  do  Ann-Margret. 
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Annie  “cranks”  it  up  for  a show 


At  the  time  I hardly  knew  anything  about  Ann- 
Margret,  other  than  the  fact  that  she  had  red  hair 
and  had  appeared  in  some  ridiculous  movie 
called  Bye  Bye  Birdie. 

Once  I started  to  do  her  and  began  researching 
her  character,  so  to  speak,  I fell  in  love  with  her, 
platonically  at  least.  After  that  the  “bug”  really 
bit  me  and  I just  started  doing  her  full  tilt. 

For  me  the  thing  about  choosing  Ann-Margret 
as  a character  to  impersonate  is  three-fold.  First, 
she’s  absolutely  gorgeous  and  just  “drop  dead 
glamorous.”  At  the  same  time,  when  she  per- 
forms she  exudes  a sexiness  on  stage  that  just 
cannot  be  matched.  I mean  let’s  face  it,  with  that 
mop  of  red  hair  and  those  sequins  going  a mile- 
a-minute,  she’s  in  a class  by  herself.  Finally, 
when  I do  her  in  front  of  a regular  or  predomi- 
nately straight  audience,  there  is  a real  thrill. 
Obviously,  the  audience  is  captivated  by  the 
illusion,  namely  they  see  a female  persona,  but 


yet  they  know  underneath  it  all  there  is  a man. 
Then  to  graft  upon  that  illusion  the  further  illu- 
sion of  a known  actress/singer/dancer,  enhances 
it  all  the  more. 

In  the  end,  though,  I guess  what  it  really  comes 
down  to  is  it’s  just  plain  fun.  Or,  as  it  is  said: 

The  female  impersonator  is,  in  fact,  a man 
until  he  recreates  himself  as  a woman 
which  is,  in  fact,  an  illusion. 
However,  of  the  two,  the  illusion  is 
the  truer  fact. 

LL:  You  did  stage  work  in  college,  as  you  said. 
How  did  you  get  into  that? 

Morgan:  I had  worked  in  the  French  Quarter  of 
New  Orleans,  part  time,  as  a bar  tender  at  a place 
that  was  right  next  door  to  a female  impersona- 
tor/show bar.  I would  often  go  in  after  work  and 
watch  the  impersonators.  To  say  the  least,  I was

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literally  fascinated  by  them  and  the  illusions  they 
could  create.  After  spending  four  years  of  my  life 
there  I became  close  friends  with  some  of  the 
performers.  One  thing  led  to  another  and  before 
I knew  it,  I was  on  stage  doing  drag.  At  first,  I was 
a real  amateur.  But,  thanks  to  some  good  teach- 
ers, they  showed  me  all  the  so-called  tricks  and, 
with  a lot  of  strong  encouragement,  I finally 
learned  the  business.  The  rest;  well,  I guess  that’s 
just  history,  as  they  say. 

As  you  know,  “No  good  deed  goes  unpun- 
ished.” In  late  1972  the  drag  scene  in  New 
Orleans  started  to  change,  which  in  a large  part, 
had  to  do  with  a change  in  the  Quarter  itself. 
What  it  came  down  to  was  simply  that  the  queens 
were  getting  cattier  and  too  competitive  with 
each  other.  I got  fed  up  with  the  whole  drag/ 
impersonator  show  scene.  I eventually  gradu- 
ated from  college  and  came  back  to  New  Jersey. 

I wasn’t  until  1986  that  I started  doing  shows

once  again  and  then  I stumbled,  so  to  speak,  into 
Ann-Margret.  So  far.  It’s  been  a blast. 

LL:  You  have  a relationship  with  a GG,  right? 
Does  she  know  about  “Morgan?”  If  not,  do  you 
think  that  you  will  ever  tell  her? 

Morgan:  Yes,  I am  in  a relationship,  however, 
she  doesn’t  know  Morgan.  There  have  been 
times  though  when  she  really  cannot  figure  out 
why  I go  berserk  over  Ann-Margret. 

In  all  probability  I will  not  tell  her  about  Mor- 
gan. She  is  too  sweet  and  innocent  to  really 
comprehend  the  idea  of  female  impersonation 
and  performing.  Although,  I think  she  could 
understand  it  from  a clinical  or  psychological 
aspect,  I do  not  think  she  could  ever  accept  it.  She 
has  a strong  traditional  family  background  and 
the  idea  of  a man  wearing  a dress  who  imperson- 
ates a movie  actress  in  public  would  be  beyond 
her  most  far  fetched  capacity  for  understanding. 
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Don't  think  that  the  idea  of  telling  her  hasn’t 
crossed  my  mind  at  least  a thousand  times.  In 
many  respects,  it’s  very  frustrating. 


LL:  Morgans  image  is  very  dramatic  and  Til  bet 
that  can  cause  some  problems  at  times.  How  do 
you  handle  unwanted  advances  by  admirers? 
Morgan:  Yes,  I guess  you  could  say  that  the 
image  I give  off  is  very  dramatic.  Most  advances, 
though,  are  very  complimentary  or  just  curious. 
With  each  one,  I try  to  be  as  receptive  and 
pleasant  as  I can  be,  in  that  the  people  who 
generally  approach  me  are  trying  to  be  nice  and 
talkative.  With  that  in  mind,  I will  do  my  best  to 
be  nice. 

As  far  as  the  unwanted  advances  are  con- 
cerned, I’ll  usually  give  them  the  cold  shoulder 
and  just  act  aloof  and  sardonic  towards  them. 
Eventually  they  get  the  message  and  leave  me 
alone.

LL:  Your  performing  career  is  quite  active  right 
now.  How  do  you  manage  to  keep  your  regular 
profession  and  your  show-biz  stuff  separated? 
Morgan:  So  far,  it  has  just  been  sheer  good  luck. 
The  two  professions  are  quite  separate  and  I 
guess  that,  in  a large  part,  has  helped  me  keep  the 
two  from  colliding  head  on.  Although,  in  some 
respects,  the  two  jobs  are  somewhat  similar,  in 
the  sense  that  they  both  bring  out  an  irresistible 
urge  to  get  up  in  front  of  an  audience,  perform, 
and  make  them  believe  in  what  you  are  doing. 

I guess  the  real  answer  is  that  I just  cover  my 
tracks  and  be  extra  careful  not  to  let  one  profes- 
sion creep  into  and  become  a part  of  the  other 
one. 

Also,  most  of  the  shows  I do  are  in  the  evening 
hours  and  more  toward  the  end  of  the  week  or  on 
weekends.  That  also  helps  in  keeping  the  two 
separated. 

There  have  been  some  close  calls  though.  Once 
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Another  show,  another  song,  another  late  night! 

I was  doing  a show  and  left  the  stage  to  make  a 
costume  change.  In  order  to  get  to  the  dressing 
room,  I had  to  walk  past  the  bar.  As  I went  by,  I 
recognized  a former  client!  Fortunately,  she 
didn’t  recognize  me.  If  she  had,  I still,  to  this  day, 
fear  what  the  consequences  might  have  been. 

LL:  Whafs  in  the  future  for  Morgan?  More 
shows,  maybe  full-time?  Give  us  a hint. 

Morgan:  Hopefully  the  future  will  be  just  as 
good  to  me  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  two  years. 

More  performing?  Definitely!  Full-time?  I’d 
Jump  at  the  chance  if  it  came  along,  Atlantic  City, 

Las  Vegas  or  LA,  you  bet!  From  what  I under- 
stand, however,  the  competition  out  there  is 
pretty  tough.  But,  as  Sigmund  Freud  said,  “Every 
dream  is  a wish.” 

Maybe  I’ll  get  lucky  and  get  a chance  to  audi- 
tion for  one  of  the  major  impersonator  shows 
around  the  country.  Ann-Margret  watch  out!  Morgan’s  on  her  way 


But,  even  if  that  chance  never  comes  along,  I 
am  still  very  happy  doing  what  I am  doing  right 
now.  I have  the  companionship  of  my  close 
friends,  Madame  X,  Kelly  Sheridan,  you  -

nice  to  me  and  have  encouraged  me  to  continue 
performing.  Especially,  I have  the  advice  and 
encouragement  of  my  theatrical/dance  coach 
Rosemary,  who  has  given  me  so  much  of  herself 
to  help  and  critique  my  performance.

Dear  JoAnn, 

I am  tall  with  long  legs  but  a thick  waist. 
What  style  of  clothing  will  best  fit  my  body?

Dear  Diane, 

First  let's  deal  with  tall.  No  matter  what  you 
do  you  can't  minimize  your  height  and  you  must 
remember  that  tall  women  attract  a lot  of  atten- 
tion, anyway.  So,  you  have  to  work  on  your 
appearance  to  appear  as  a real  woman  who  is 
tall.  Now  for  the  waist.  Your  figure  is  boxlike, 
i.e.  your  chest,  waist  and  hips  are  all  about  the 


same  width.  Your  goal  is  to  create  the  illusion  of 
a waistline,  most  easily  done  with  a belt.  For 
example,  a simple  chemise  with  a belt  will  do 
the  trick.  Other  dress  styles  that  will  be  flatter- 
ing to  your  figure  are  shirtdress  and  blouson.  A 
suit  will  do  wonders  for  a thick  middle.  Choose 
one  with  a fitted,  single-breasted  jacket  that  falls 
3 or  4 inches  below  your  waist.  The  skirt  should 
have  a constructed  waistband  to  mold  a waist- 
line. Dirndl,  gored  or  A-line  skirts  are  OK. 

Dear  JoAnn. 

I am  very  new  at  this  and  would  appreciate 
some  hints  about  wig  and  styles.  I have  a 
rather  square  shaped  face.

Dear  Dana, 

Some  of  the  most  beautiful  women  in  the 
world  have  square  faces,  so  I think  we  can  help 
you  out.  The  best  styles  for  your  face  are  shown 
in  the  illustrations  below  and  above  right. 
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The  idea  is  to  balance  the  size  and  shape  of 
your  face  with  the  right  style  and  color.  The 
color  does  not  have  to  match  your  own  but 
should  complement  your  skin  tone.  When  you 
buy  your  wig  buy  a foam  head  to  store  the  wig. 
It  will  keep  its  shape  longer.  You  can  wash  a wig 
in  Woolite,  soaking  it  gently,  then  rinse  in  cold 
water.  Then  give  it  a quick  dunk  in  a fabric 
softener  and  rinse  again.  Gently  roll  the  wig  in 
a soft  towel  to  get  most  of  the  water  out.  Then, 
hang  it  on  a shower  head,  upside  down,  to  dry. 

If  you  need  to  travel  with  a wig,  here  is  how 
I do  it.  With  the  wig  on  a stand,  give  it  an  extra 
shot  of  hair  spray  and  let  it  dry.  Remove  the  wig 
from  the  stand  and  place  the  wig  inside  a poly- 
plastic bag  like  you  might  get  in  a shoe  store. 
Carefully  roll  the  bag  in  from  the  sides  and  place 
in  a shoe  box.  Pack  the  shoe  box. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

Im  having  a terrible  time  with  founda- 
tions. My  beard  is  very  dark.  I have  tried 
Dermablend,  Max  Factor  Cover-up,  etc.  and 
I either  end  up  with  too  much  or  too  little.  Is 
my  technique  faulty  or  is  there  a product  I 
haven’t  tried  yet?

Dear  Karollynn, 

You  need  to  neutralize  the  bluish-black  cast 
from  the  hair  follicles  in  your  beard.  My  friend, 
Morgan,  shared  a trick  that  many  Female  Imper- 
sonators use.  They  smear  a cheap  red  lipstick 
over  the  beard  area,  wipe  off  the  excess,  and 
apply  their  base.  I modified  this  somewhat  for 
daytime  use  by  applying  a purple  color  correc- 
tor over  the  red  lipstick.  Then  I apply  Clinique 
Continuous  Coverage.  I like  the  Clinique  prod- 
uct better  than  Dermablend  because  it  is  a cream 
and  I can  control  the  coverage  better.  I always 
use  a sponge  for  even  coverage  and  I always  use 
a lighted  makeup  mirror  so  I can  see  exactly  how 
the  foundation  is  covering. 

Another  trick  you  can  try  is  to  use  Milk  of 
Magnesia  as  an  underbase.  The  fine  powder  in 
suspension  fills  the  pores  and  hair  follicles 
when  it  dries.  Then  apply  your  foundation  over 
that  and  use  powder  to  set  everything. 

Keep  practicing  and  experimenting  until  you 
find  a combination  that  works  for  you. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I would  like  to  buy  a cache  sex  belt  like  the 
female  impersonators  wear.  Do  you  know 
where  they  are  available?

Dear  Rena, 

I have  only  seen  one  device  called  a “cache” 
and  it  was  shown  in  a catalog  from  Transforma- 
tions, an  English  TV  boutique.  It  looked  a lot 
like  an  athletic  supporter,  only  fancier.  It  did 
seem  to  help  flatten  the  groin  area.  I believe  that 
male  ballet  dancers  wear  a similar  item  called  a 
“dance  belt.”Most  of  the  impersonators  that  I 
know  wear  a gaff,  which  is  a triangular  piece  of 
cloth  that  fits  tightly  between  the  legs. 

You  can  try  a shop  that  sells  dancewear  for  the 
dance  belt,  but  any  of  the  boutiques  listed  in  our 
resources  section  will  be  able  to  supply  a gaff.

I am  going  crazy  trying  to  find  a real  strong 
corset.  Where  can  I get  one  and  how  tight 
should  it  be?

Dear  Yvonne, 

Just  about  any  of  the  boutiques  listed  in  our 
Resources  section  can  supply  you  with  a “real” 
boned  corset.  But,  if  you  want  the  best  of  the 
English  type  corsets,  I suggest  that  you  write  to 
a shop  in  London  called  Axfords.  The  address  is 
306  Vauxhall  Bridge  Road,  London,  SWIV- 
1 AA,  telephone  01-834-1934.  They  list  about 
twenty-six  different  types  of  corsets,  ranging 
from  little  more  than  a very  wide  belt  to  a full 
body  corset.  The  prices  range  from  about  $50 
US  to  $200.  Even  with  shipping  (15%  of  your 
order  for  the  US)  and  their  Value  Added  Tax, 
these  are  great  buys.

Dear  Wanda, 

Here  is  how  my  friend  Jackie,  a pre-op  TS, 
went  about  getting  her  new  identity  established 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  The  procedure  may 
differ  slightly  in  your  state  but  the  principle  is 
the  same.. 

I - Getting  a driver’s  license. 

Wait  until  your  license  expires  and  the  state 
sends  you  the  new  form  for  your  photo  license. 
Fill  out  this  form  in  your  female  name.  Go  to  a 
notary  and  obtain  state  form  DL80  (change  of 
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name.)  Fill  out  the  form  at  the  top  section  in  your 
male  name  and  in  the  Change  of  Name  section 
put  your  female  name. 

Go  to  your  attending  physician  (you  know  the 
guy  who  gives  you  the  pills)  or  your  pyschia- 
trist,  or  your  psychologist,  and  have  him/her 
write  a letter,  preferably  on  impressive  station- 
ery, attesting  to  the  fact  that  you  are  known  as 
this  female  person,  that  you  live  exclusively  as 
this  female  person,  and  that  you  should  be 
afforded  the  privilege  of  a driver’s  license  in  a 
female  name. 

Send  this  letter  with  your  check,  the  duplicate 
license  form,  and  the  change  of  name  form  to  the 
address  shown  on  the  form.  (Do  not  send  it  in  the 
pink  envelope.)  Then  pray  to  the  Goddess  that 
the  bureaucrats  in  DMV  grant  your  wish. 

I used  this  method  to  obtain  my  license  even 
though  I have  not  had  reassignment  surgery,  or 
legally  changed  my  name.  When  I went  to 
obtain  my  photo  license,  I used  my  Employee 
Photo  ID  instead  of  my  old  driver’s  license.  You 
can  also  use  a voter  registration  card,  obtainable 
by  mail. 

II  - Getting  a passport. 

Dr,  Harry  Benjamin,  the  late  Right  Hand  of 
God  (to  a TS),  used  this  method  to  obtain  a 
passport  for  a patient  of  his  who  wanted  to 
travel  outside  the  country  exclusively  as  a 
female.  Since  I have  not  had  reassignment  or 
changed  my  name,  legally,  I used  a variation  to 
obtain  a passport  in  my  female  name. 

I had  to  appear  at  the  Passport  Office  (usually 
in  the  county  courthouse)  in  person  to  execute 
form  DSP-11,  Application  for  Passport.  It  can- 
not be  done  by  mail;  I tried! 

I submitted  my  old  passport,  two  photographs 
of  me  as  a female,  and  personal  identification  in 
my  female  name  (in  this  case  my  new  driver’s 
license.) 

In  addition,  I submitted,  on  the  aforemen- 
tioned impressive  stationery,  a statement  from 
my  attending  physician  that  I am  a preoperative 
transsexual  in  the  final  stages  of  treatment  prior 


to  surgery.  I also  submitted  form  11-75  (DSP- 
60)  Affidavit  Regarding  Change  of  Name, 
signed  by  a blood  relative  (in  this  case  my 
sister.)  I used  the  appropriate  space  to  explain 
the  variance  in  my  name  as  shown  on  my  birth 
certificate.  I stated  that,  “Applicant  is  currently 
in  program  for  sex  reassignment  (transsexual- 
ism) and  lives  full  time  as  a female  and  uses  the 
name  Jacqueline  exclusively  for  all  public  pur- 
poses.” The  affidavit  must  be  notarized. 

That’s  all  there  was  to  it.  As  far  as  the  U.S. 
State  Department  is  concerned,  I am  a woman! 
Now  I can  travel  anywhere  in  the  world  as  a 
female  with  the  blessings  of  good  old  Uncle 
Sam. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

You  mention  in  your  book  a product  to 
strengthen  fingernails.  It’s  called  Barielle, 
but  I can’t  find  it  anywhere.  Who  makes  it? 
Fran,  CT. 

Dear  Fran, 

I’m  really  surprised  that  you  can’t  find  Bari- 
elle. It  is  advertised  in  all  the  fashion  magazines. 
The  product  is  distributed  by  Barielle  Ltd., 
Bayside,  NY  11361.  Barielle  is  a derivative  of  a 
product  that  was  developed  to  prevent  a horse’s 
hooves  from  splitting.  It  was  noticed  that  the 
grooms  developed  strong,  long  nails,  and  a new 
product  was  born.  Barielle  really  does  work 
nails  stronger.  I use  it  all  the  time.

A transvestite  of  my  acquaintance  does  quite 
a bit  of  public  speaking  on  the  phenome- 
non of  crossdressing.  Often,  members  of 
the  audience  will  comment  very  favorably  on  her 
ensemble,  and  make  a reference  to  the  difficulty  of 
having  two  wardrobes — one  masculine,  one  femi- 
nine. “Oh,  I don’t  have  two  wardrobes,”  my  friend 
replies.  “I  have  one  and  a half.  I skimp  terribly  on 
my  men’s  clothes.” 

My  friend  has  found  one  way  of  dealing  the 
problem  faced  by  many  transvestites  who  have 
limited  means  and  who  still  want  to  maintain  a 
fashionable  appearance  en  femme.  But  there  is 
another  way  of  having  the  veritable  best  of  both 
worlds  and  still  keep  your  tastes  and  appearance  at 
the  highest  level:  read  Vogue  and  shop  at  Penny’s. 
That,  dear  readers,  is  what  this  column  is  all  about. 

As  the  fall  and  winter  ready-to-wear  shows  began 
in  Milan,  fashion  commentators  were  pronouncing 
the  offerings  dull  and  boring.  But  by  the  time  they 
had  moved  to  Paris,  and  then  on  to  New  York,  ex- 
citement had  begun  to  build.  The  big  fashion  news 
(and  perhaps  the  only  fashion  news)  is  that  legs  were 
back  in  a big  way.  After  several  seasons  of  longer 
skirts  and  elephant-leg  pants,  mini  skirts,  tights, 
skinny  pants,  slit  skirts,  and  even  skirts  that  have  all 
but  vanished  under  longer  jackets  are  again  the  rage. 
For  those  who  don’t  want  to  bare  their  legs  (or  for 


crossdressers  who  can’t  shave  their  legs  bare) 
opaque  tights,  tight  stirrup  pants,  or  even  zippered 
leggings  provide  the  necessary  covering  yet  keep 
the  emphasis  on  the  leggy  look.  And  that  emphasis 
is  well-placed,  especially  by  those  who  need  to  see 
FASHION  as  an  upper  case,  monolithic  sort  of 
thing,  because  they  have  little  else  going  for  them 
this  season. 

Years  ago,  the  European  shows  were  a preview  of 
the  New  York  shows  (or,  depending  on  your  point  of 
view,  the  New  York  shows  were  merely  an  echo  of 
the  European  showings).  This  is  no  longer  the  case. 
A distinct  American  style  has  emerged  as  of  late, 
that  is  readily  apparent  this  season.  While  European 
designers  prefer  a more  dressy  look,  even  for  day- 
time, Americans  opt  for  casual  clothes  even  for 
important  occasions.  U.S.  designers  believe  that 
casual  spirit  is  especially  alive  this  season.  As  Caro- 
lina Herrera  said,  “Women  who  have  been  urged  to 
buy  more  elaborate  clothes  are  now  in  the  mood  for 
simplicity.”  Perhaps  the  epitome  of  the  simple  look 
is  in  the  Calvin  Klein  collection  that  features  tailored 
clothes  in  luxurious  fabrics  but  with  obvious 
touches  of  femininity.  Both  Bill  Blass  and  Ralph 
Lauren  are  staying  true  to  the  classic  styles. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  the  lack  of  a single 
trend  this  season  (or  any  season  in  recent  memory). 
One  is  that  it  takes  time  and  genius  to  develop  a look 
that  marks  a new  epoch  in  fashion.  The  emphasis  on 
seasonal  designs  means  the  major  houses  must 
unveil  a new  collection  every  six  months,  and  cou- 
ture houses  go  through  the  same  routine  four  times 
a year.  It’s  no  wonder,  then,  designers  rework  the 
past  instead  of  taking  time  to  develop  truly  fresh 
ideas.  Then  there  is  the  “bottom  line”  factor.  One 
merchandiser  observed  his  business  is  better  when 
there  isn’t  a single  trend.  “It’s  all  the  little  trends  that 
actually  seduce  people  into  buying,”  he  said. 

So,  other  than  short  skirts,  there  is  little  else  tying 
the  collections  together,  meaning  the  fashion  smor- 
gasbord is  literally  groaning  under  all  the  options. 

Consider: 

• Shoulder  pads  are  out,  or  are  they?  Calvin 
Klein’s  blazers  had  pronounced  shoulders,  and  Bill 
Blass  notes  that  “with  skirts  short,  the  proportions 
look  better”  with  padded  shoulders. 

• Coats  are  long  or  sometimes  short,  and  come  in 
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a wide  range  of  colors.  Capes — also  long  or  short, 
worn  with  casual  or  evening  clothes — offer  even 
more  options  for  outer  wear. 

• Animal  prints — especially  leopard — are  big 
for  scarves,  bags,  hats  and  look  best  when  mixed 
with  other  patterns.  Other  popular  patterns 
include  paisley,  tapestry  and  kalim rug  prints. 

• Fabrics — mostly  rich  and  sumptuous — 
take  on  new  importance  because  lines  are  gen- 
erally simple  and  classic.  Cashmere,  chiffon, 
brocade,  velvet,  silk,  fine  wools,  and 
lame  are  designers’  favorites.  The 
same  looks,  however,  will  show  up 
in  synthetic  fabrics  in  stores  near 
you. 

• Monochromatic  dressing  in 
dark  earth  tones,  grays  and  black, 
spice  shades  and  soft  neutrals  are 
popular  in  American  clothes,  while 
European  colors  are  more  bold.  Red, 
navy,  and  combinations  of  raspberry  and 
orange-red  are  popular  at  Chanel. 

• When  dressing  for  a special  occasion, 
you  can  choose  from  velvet  and  chiffon 
gowns,  bejeweled  and  embroidered  tunics, 
jackets  and  pants,  sarong  skirts,  or  even  lame 
jump  suits. 

But  in  one  area,  there  will  be  no  option. 
Prices  this  season  are  expected  to  be  10  to  15 
percent  higher  than  last  year,  which  actually 
makes  this  year’s  reworking  of  previous  styles 
that  much  more  attractive! 

The  trend  toward  feminine  and  practical  ac- 
cessories that  began  last  spring  will  continue 
into  the  fall. 

Pearls — either  alone  or  teamed  with  gold 
chains — will  give  an  outfit  the  classic  look 
that  evokes  Chanel.  A gold  charm  bracelet 
completes  the  look.  If  you  want  to  be  more 
dramatic,  go  the  “ethnic”  route — amber 
(real  or  faux)  beads,  oversize  dangling  ear- 
rings, and  a scarf  around  the  head.  In  either 
mode,  however,  moderation  is  the  key. 

Scarves  hit  the  fashion  scene  in  a big  way  a 
year  ago,  and  their  popularity  continues.  Fash- 
ionable women  are  wearing  them  more  ways  than 
simply  draped  over  one  shoulder.  Big  scarves  are 
worn  like  a burnous,  covering  the  head  and  shoul- 
ders, or  like  a sarong.  Smaller  scarves  will  be 
twisted  up  with  beads  and  worn  as  a necklace  or  even 
as  a headband.  And  don’t  forget  the  possibilities  of 
tucking  a scarf  in  the  breast  pocket  of  a jacket  or 


blazer.  But  a fashion  warning:  the  most  popular  size 
scarves  are  36-inch  squares.  They  are  simply  to 
small  to  make  the  sort  of  grand  fashion  statement  ap- 
propriate for  this  season,  yet  too  big  to  be  a punctua- 
tion point. 

Here  are  few  tidbits  to  round  out  the  accessory 
picture: 

The  horizon  for  jewelry  may  have  a 
silver  glow  again  this  year,  spurred  on  by  Pa- 
loma  Picasso’s  designs  for  Tiffany  and  Ralph 
Lauren’s  silver  trim  on  gorgeous 
crocodile  bags.  Big  silver  earrings 
are  big  in  New  York. 

• “Ladies  who  lunch”  can 
manage  with  small,  structured 
purses,  but  as  a nod  to  the  major- 
ity of  women  who  work,  purses 
are  larger  and  unstructured. 

It  seems  that  practicality  also 
won  the  day  with  shoes — flats  are  in 
this  fall,  much  to  the  displeasure  of  those 
girls  who  love  the  highest  heels.  But  this  is 
especially  good  news  for  the  tall 
crossdresser  for  whom  high  heels  add 
unwelcomed  height. 

Finally,  for  covering  the  long  ex- 
panse of  leg,  a wide  range  of  choices  are 
permitted.  Hose  can  match  your  outfit,  con- 
trast with  it,  or  you  can  stick  with  basic  black 
or  off-white.  The  new  entries  in  the  hosiery 
sweepstakes  are  flesh-toned  (but  not  nude) 
pantyhose  or  tights  and  deep-toned,  opaque, 
and  possibly  ribbed  tights. 

Speaking  of  pantyhose,  here’s  a tip  from, 
of  all  places,  Phil  “Dr.  Gizmo”  Arendt,  an 
automobile  columnist  in  the  Chicago 
Tribune.In  response  to  a reader’s  question 
about  finding  an  emergency  replacement 
for  a broken  automobile  drive  belt,  Arendt 
advises  carrying  a pair  of  pantyhose  in 
your  car’s  toolbox.  “I’ve  carried  a pair  in 
my  car  for  years,”  he  writes.  “Pantyhose 
make  an  excellent  emergency  drive  belt 
and  cost  only  $2  or  so.” 

He  doesn’t  mention  another  advan- 
tage peculiar  to  transvestites  who  must  hide  their 
feminine  wardrobe  in  their  cars.  When  their  wives  or 
other  passengers  ask  “what’s  with  the  pantyhose?” 
they  can  reply  without  implicating  themselves  in 
adultery.  However,  the  emergency  fan  belt  replace- 
ment gambit  does  not  work  well  for  garter  belts  or 
padded  bras.

Jenny:  One  day  I was  working  through  the 
computer  on  CompuServe  (CS)  and  I found  a CB 
radio  simulator  channel  called  “Gender  Alterna- 
tives”. I sat  there  and  “lurked”  (watched  without 
taking  part  in  the  conversations)  and  then  some- 
one said  “Hi”,  using  my  name  (from  the  log  on 
procedure  - Ed.).  This  scared  me  and  I signed  off 
immediately.  But  what  I had  seen  there  would 
eventually  bring  me  back,  warm,  caring,  loving 
people  , expressing  their  femininity.  I had  to  go 
back  and  see  who  these  people  were. 

Jennifer  was  born  in  1986;  I had  opened  a PO 
Box  in  both  our  names.  I was  ready  to  go  back  on 
CS.  My  first  time  on  I became  Jenny.  I was 


scared.  Could  I make  them  believe  I was  a 
woman  without  it  getting  out  of  hand?  Well,  it 
was  incredible.  I WAS  a woman  to  the  minds  of 
some  of  the  people  I was  talking  with.  The 
someone  asked  if  I was  F (female)  or  TV  or  TS. 
I finally  admitted  to  being  a TV.  They  said  1 
should  look  into  GenderLine,  in  the  Human 
Sexuality  Forum  (HSX). 

LL:  I guess  you  took  their  advice  since  you  are 
now  the  Section  Leader  for  GenderLine.  How 
did  that  come  about? 

Jenny:  Eventually  I did  go  to  HSX  although  I 
wondered  why  I would  want  to  visit  all  those 
“weirdos”.  I lurked  in  the  HSX  conference  areas 
for  two  months.  The  conversations  were  intrigu- 
ing! How  to  handle  wives,  make  up,  knowing  if 
you  are  gay  or  straight,  etc. 
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wow,  people  were  discussing  real  issues.  I 
explored  the  library  and  found... factual  infor- 
mation. I read  with  “lust  in  my  heart.” 

For  the  first  time  in  my  life  I had  a pipeline  to 
others  like  myself;  I wasn’t  alone.  The  strange 
thing  was  that  these  people  weren’t  like  what  I 
had  imagined  them  to  be.  They  were  ALL  so 
much  like  myself.  I began  to  feel  good  about  who 
and  what  I was.  I started  to  participate  in  the 
discussions. 

At  the  time,  the  section  was  led  by  Chris  Duval 
and  Jo  Robinson,  two  people  who  I will  always 
hold  dear  and  respect.  They  changed  my  life. 
Both  of  these  fine  people,  however,  had  been 
doing  GenderLine  for  years,  and,  as  with  many 
good  efforts,  had  run  out  of  fresh  ideas.  So,  they 
stepped  aside  for  a newcomer.  I took  over  as 
Jennifer.  A confidant  Jennifer  who  hadn’t  ex- 
isted just  two  years  ago.

LL:  Almost  everyone  I talk  to  has  an  “early 
story” . When  did  you  start  dressing? 

Jenny:  I was  about  7 years  old.  My  friends  and 
I used  to  put  on  skits  to  amuse  ourselves,  like  the 
old  “Our  Gang”  movies.  The  difference  was  we 
were  all  boys,  no  girls,  so  someone  had  to  play 
the  girl’s  parts.  I “volunteered”  because  the 
women’s  clothes  in  the  bag  we  had  fascinated 
me.  I played  it  up,  very  campy.  I didn’t  want 
anyone  to  realize  I was  enjoying  it. 

I soon  progressed  from  our  skits  to  dressing  in 
secret.  Before  I knew  it  I was  exploring  all  the 
closets  in  the  house  looking  for  items  that  I could 
take  and  wouldn’t  be  missed. 

One  day  I discovered  my  older  sisters’  prom 
gowns.  They  fit  beautifully,  but  when  I looked  in 
the  mirror,  I saw  an  1 1 year  old  with  a crew  cut 
in  a dress.  I dreamed  of  the  day  when  I could 
complete  the  look.  I fantasized  for  a long  time 
about  buying  a wig. 
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reasons.  I felt  that  a tremendous  weight  had  been 
lifted  from  my  shoulders.  I moved  into  my  own 
apartment  and  tried  to  discover  who  I really  was. 
I started  to  take  pictures  of  Jenny  then. 


LL;  How  does  your  present  wife  deal  with  Jenny 
and  all  her  activities? 

Jenny:  She  knows,  but  she  isn’t  pleased.  Two 
years  after  my  first  divorce  I was  dating  my 
second  wife  and  she  found  my  photos  of  Jenny. 
She  thought  I was  seeing  other  women  (the  wigs 
were  all  different).  I told  her  it  was  me  but  she 
didn't  believe  me  at  first.  I had  to  point  out  all  the 
similarities  in  the  features.  She  had,  unknown- 
ingly,  paid  me  the  highest  compliment  by  accept- 
ing the  photos  of  me  as  other  women  whom  she 
perceived  as  a threat.  I said  I would  quit,  but  you 
know  the  story  about  that.  So,  she  knows  but  she 
doesn’t  deal  with  it  well  at  all.  It’s  still  a problem.

LL:  We  can  see  from  your  photos  that  you  finally 
got  your  fantasy  fulfilled.  How  did  you  deal  with 
your  dressing,  back  then? 

Jenny:  I’  say  Badly.  During  college  I married, 
but  it  was  a bad  marriage  from  the  start.  My  need 
to  dress  was  an  obsession.  Soon,  I had  a collec- 
tion of  wigs.  I found  that  department  stores  were 
great  places  to  buy  if  you  had  an  excuse  like 
Halloween,  a birthday,  Christmas,  etc.  My  stash 
of  “goodies”  grew.  The,  one  day,  I returned  home 
to  find  that  my  wife  had  found  everything.  She 
was  furious  and  I was  unable  to  talk  with  her.  I 
“knew”  I had  done  something  BAD  and 
WRONG.  I promised  to  destroy  everything  and 
quit.

Anyway,  you  have  to  remember  that  this  hap- 
pened before  I gained  confidence.  Jennifer  was  a 
frightened  girl  who  dressed  in  her  hotel  room  and 
quickly  snapped  a few  pictures.
